3. (Original) The method of claim 2 wherein the releasing 
and the receiving occur at substantially different times, 

4. (Original) The method of claim X further comprising 
acquiring another resource troni one of: the processors. 

5. (Original) The method of claim 4 wherein the acquiring 
and the releasing occur at substantially different times. 

6. (Original) The method of claim 4 wherein the acquiring 
and the releasing are negotiated indii-ectly at a centralized 
location .

consumption for the remote processor; 

means for releasing a local resource controlled by the host 
processor to the remote processor based on the collected 
accounting information and if an amount of resources consumed by 
the remote processor are below the determined upper limit, the 
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utilization ot the local resource maintained within a pre- 
determined upper threshold; and 

means for reducing availability of the local resource to 
the remote processor by the host processor if at least one ot 
the upper threshold and the upper limit is exceeded. 
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
